Dublin, August 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Complete independ- 
ence for Ireland remains the de- 
mand of the leaders of the Sinn 
Fein. 

At the opening of the Irish repub- 
ican parliament today, Eamonn de 
Valera, the republican leader, in an 
address to the members, declared 
hat for Ireland, he and his col- 
eagues stood for ideals embodied 
in the American Declaration of In- 
dependence. He reiterated Ireland's 
claim to separation from the Brit- 
ish empire and asserted that the 
cabinet of the republican parlia- 
ment was the sole government the 
Jrish people recognized. 

Referring to the peace negotia- 
tions with David Lioyd-George, Mr. 
de Valera said there were people 
who desired to negotiate to save 
thelr faces. The Sinn Fein. how- 
ever, would negotiate only to save 
f possible bloodshed and for right and 
He declared that the cab- 
inet in refusing ‘the proffer of a 
dominion form of government by 
Mr. Lioyd-George had taken this step 
becauee it considered his proposals 


unjust.

Formal answer of the board of 
education declining to state a rea- 
son for dropping Miss Julia Rior- 
dan as a teacher in the Atlanta 
public schools, is now in the hands 
of the legislative committee of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades. 

The reply to the federation ie the 
Same as that given to the Atlanta 
Public School Teachers’ association, 
and was received by Jerome- Jones, 
chairman of the legislative commit- 
tee, who acted as spokesman. for 
the labor delegation in requesting 
the board to disclose its grounds for 
dismiesing the instructor. 

The federation is told that “it 
Was competent for the board to 
elect or refuse to elect in any in- 
stance. In Miss Riordan’s case she 
was not re-elected. The members 
of the board who voted against her 
did so for reasons which they then 
and now consider good reasons. It 
would do no good, and would on 
the contrary do harm, if the board 
should go into this matter In a pub- 
lic way.” : 

Havé Refused Reasons. 

Since the board removed Miss 
Riordan at a secret meeting in June, 
following an attack led by Com- 
missioner Carl Hutcheson, the mys- 
terlous reasone for her removal 
have been sought by the ousted 
instructor, by the teachers’ associa- 
tion, of which Miss Riordan was a 
member, and by. the Federation of 
Trades, to each of whom the board 
replied that every member who 
voted against retaining Miss Rior- 
dan in the system, did eo for rea- 
sons which he considered good, but 
flatly refused to divulge the rea- 
sons. 

Secret affidavits, alleged to con- 
tain charges against Miss Riordan, 
played a conspicuous part in the 
board’s refusal to grant her a hear- 
ing of the charges on which she 
lost her place. Commissioner W. lL. 
McCalley stated. the affidavits were 
in his possession, declaring that if 
they were true he could not vote 
to give Miss Riordan a hearing, and 
if they were not true somebody 
could be prosecuted.” 

Affidavits Are Destroyed. 

Later when Mise Riordan demand- 
ed to know their contents, Mr. Mc- 
Calley destroyed the papers and de- 
clared that he had no recollection 
of what they contained. It was 
learned: through an unquestioned 
source, howevef, that they charged 
Miss Riordan with sending girl pu- 
pils to their homes in the care of 
the negro janitor at the Davis 
Street school.

FromDry Agents 
By House Action 


Amendment Passed Allows 
Each Houzgehold to Keep 
the Home Stills Boiling. 


Washington, August 16.—The 
house of congress has voted to keep 
the home stills boiling. 

Under an amendment to the anti- 
beer bill, approved by the house 
Tuesday, the cellar still and home- 
brewing outfit would. be safe from 
interference by ‘federal prohibition 
agents, providing no attempt was 
made to sell the product, 

It came about in this way. The 
house adopted a substitute to the 
Stanley amendment, passed by the 
senate, which frohibits all searches 
and seizurea without warrants. 

The house substitute written by 
the veteran dry legislator, Repre- 
sentative Volstead, Minnesota, pro- 
hibits the searching of homes with- 
out warrant, and then declares that 
no warrant shall be issued uniess 
there is reason to believe that liquor 
is being “manufactured for sale or 
sold” in the home. Thus, so long 
as you are not making liquor for 
sale or selling it, the prohibition 
agent cannot get into your home 
to search for evidence that might 
convict under the Volstead law. 

Wets in the house admit it is too 
good to be true, and they are at a 
loss to understand why Volstead 
did not support an amendment of 
Representative Fields, Kentucky, 
which would have allowed the 
search of homes on warrants, when- 
ever the dry agents had reason to 
believe liquor. was being “manufac- 
tured or sold” there. The- Fields 
amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 96 to 54.. 

“There is not a dry man in this 
house who wants to say by legisila- 
tion that home brewing is legal, 
and yet that is exactly what this 
bill does,” said Fields, 

Volstead did not vote either for 
or against the Field amendment,

cause the vetéran dry chief did not 
stand up for it.

Washington, August 16.—The na- 
tion’s tax bill will be cut $193,640,000 
this fiscal year; $377,790,000 in the 
calendar year 1922 and $790,330,000 in 
1923, Chairman Fordney, of the 
ways and means committee, assert- 
ed today in the majority report ex- 
plaining the tax revision bill fram- 
ed by republican committeemen.

arms,

New York, August 16—Despite 
developments of the past few days 
there is every reason for hope and 
expectation of ultimate establish- 
mrent of peace in Ireland without 
either side again resorting to arms. 
according to opintons expressed by 
responsible authorities in both Eng- 
land and Ireland within the fiast 
fortnight. These opinions were 
quite naturally voiced before the 
correspondence of Lloyd-Gkorge 
and De Valera was made public, and 
without knowledge of the _ state- 
ments made to the Dail Elreann by 
De Valera Tuesday, but they, never- 
theless, discounted such eventuali- 
ties to some extent. 

As the situation is viewed in both 
Dublin and London, the great pres- 
sure is now for peace. Either side 
assuming the responsibility for re- 
newa] of the destructive warfare 
that has torn Ireland for months 
past would be shouldering a tre- 
mendous load. It is consequently 
to. be expected that both sides will 
extend every effort to gain its max- 
imum demands, but at the same 
time stand ready to shade these 
demands in the interests of peace. 

Seek Vote of People. 

In view of the publication of the 
Lioyd-George-De Valera correspond- 
ence, it would appear that either 
the British premier, or the Irish 
“president,” or both, have found it 
desirable to “go to the country” 
with proposals as they now stand 
before making a final decision, and 


‘in making their positions public, 


both Irish and English have again 
made maximum demands in hopes 
of getting away with maximum con- 
cessions in the final stages of the 
settlement. De Valera is escaping 
acceptance of full responsibility in 
making concessions, by putting his 
maximum demands before the Dail 
Eireann, and thus calling upon the 
Irish representatives to share re- 
sponsibility if concessions are made. 

This is somewhat of a change 
from the situation as reported by 
reliable sources a fortnight ago, 
when it was said that the Dail cab- 
inet had declined to accept the 
Lloyd-George offer, with some mod- 
ifications, But basically, conditions 
may be regarded as unchanged in 
preparation for the fight for these 
“modifications,” De Valera has re- 
verted to his maximum demands, 
but this does not change the fact 
that both sides are clearly awar 
of the possibflities and impossibili- 
ties of the situation. 

Sinn Fein knows that neither 
wants to return*to-the old warfare. 
and both know it would be difficult 
to do this, even iff desirable. 

“"- Soldiers Alt Gone Home. 

First, the Irish republican army 
is a loosely built military organi- 
zation, Since the truce was declar- 
ed, practically all its members have 
returned to their homés. Cork, Dub- 
lin, Wexford and scores of towns 
have welcomed back citizens who 
have been hidine in the hills for 
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“In Desire for Final Peace)|*\2 rem. 


paren Dublin, particularly, pre- 
sents a striking transformation, 
Tall, clean-cut bronzed young men 
by the score have appeared on her 
streets. Months of outdoor iife 
among the hills with the flying col- 
umns have stamped them indelibly. 
For the first time in months these 
Irish. soldiers have the feeling of 
free men. They are enjoying the 
comforts of home, the joys of being 
reunited with friends and families, 
without fear of capture and death 
or reprisals. 

The morale of a regularly organ- 
ized army unit may be.lowered by 
a few weeks of inactivity. ' So it is 
reasonable to assiime that the mo- 
rale of the Irish army has eéuffer- 
ed even more, and that®@there must 
be good and full reason for return- 
ing to the hardships that were 
known prior to the truce. 

Terrors eof Martial Law. 

Martial law did not weigh 80 
heavily on the rufal districts, but 
the towns, such as Dublin, know 
its terrors, and now also know the 
calm of peace. 

Algo, there is said to be an ele- 
ment in Sinn Fein which believes 
that Sinn Fein has drawn upon the 
ag reserves of “outside sympa- 
t — 

At the beginning of the peace ne- 
gotiations the entire world prayed 
devoutly for peace. Some, conse- 

vently, believe that unless De 

alera can prove beyond the shad- 
ow of a doubt that England’s terms 
are unfair and constitute aggres- 
sion, then the moral e6upport of Ire- 
land’s champions may be expected 
to gradually slip away. 

From the British Angle: 

Nothing. takes precedence to an 
Irish settlement in Lioyd-George’s 
program. He desires to accomplish 
this above all else.’ Next, he wants 
to go to Washington for the dis- 
armament conference. 

With the century-long Irish con- 
troversy ended, the British premier 
could appear in Washington as the 
world’s leading statesman. If all 
zoes well at Washington, Lloyd- 
George can return to England with 
assurances of a reduction of inter- 
Mal taxation through limitation of 
naval armaments. 

Lloyd-George Wants Election. 


Then Lloyd-George would be ready 
to cali a general election. Such an 
election is unavoidable, but under 
the circumstances as outlined above, 
Lloyd-George would be able to go 
before the country with these planks 
in a platform, on which he would 
ask indorsement: 

Irish peace. 

Reduction of taxes. 

Settlement of the coal strike. 

The coalition is generally regard- 
ed as nearing the end. But a new 
conservative Idoyd-George party 
will be ready to take the field. 

England will never consent to 
separation for Ireland. In the ma- 
neuvering that may follow, it is 
believed -Llioyd-George will go on 
the theory that a majority of the 
peaceful population of Ireland will 
not countenance a return to the ter- 
ror of the past few years. Inside 
Sinn Fein, moderate forces are at 
work against the more radica] ele- 
ments. Meantime, both Lloyd- 
George and De Valera will watch 
carefully for the reaction of the 
public to their maximum demands, 
and upon this reaction will depend 
their respective moves.

To Prevent “Wash Sales.” 


To prevent evasion of tax through 
the medium of “wash sales,’”” Mr. 
Fordney said a section had been put 
in the bill to limit deductions for 
losses by providing that no deduc- 
tion should be allowed for losses sus- 
tained in the sale of securities 
where the taxpayer at or about the 
time of such sale purchased iden- 
tical securities. 

Tne provision of the present law 
dealing with surtax €vasion by cor- 
poration organization, the report 
said, is revised to meet the decision 
of the supreine court in the stock 
dividend case. There would be im- 
posed on corporations of this char- 
acter a fiat additional income tax 
of 25 per cent of the net income, 
but if the stockholders agreed, 
they might be taxed upon their dis- 
tributive shares in the net income 
of the corporation in the same man- 
ner as members of a partnership, 
such taxes tO be in lieu of all in- 
come taxes upon the corporation. 

Mr. Fordney said some mort- 
gage and investment companies had 
been obtaining exemptions allowed 
by law to building and loan associa- 
tions by operating under the guise 
of such associations. To prevent 
such evasion of tax, the chairman 
explained, the exemption had been 
limited in the new bill to “domes- 
tic building and loan associations 
operated exclusjvely for the _ pur- 
pose of making loans to members.”

Aged Monarch Succumbs 
After Long Illness—Con- 
gestion of Lungs Given 
as Death Cause. 


Belgrade, Jugo-Siavia, August 
16—By the Associated Press. )— 
King Peter, of Serbia, died today. 


King Peter, who for a long time 
had been -ill, was reported early in 
June to be in a serious condition. 
He was then suffering from pleu- 
risy. A short time afterwards he 
was said to be steadily improving 
in health and his physicians de- 
clared him out. of danger. 

Nothing was heard of the aged 
monarch until a few days ago, 
when a dispatch from Belgrade 
said he wags seriously ‘!!, with con- 
gestion of the lungs. He sank into 
unconsciousness Friday, remaining 
in that condition until the follow- 
ing day. His condition ‘became 
worse Sunday night and he grad- 
ually failed until the end.

DAVIS AGAIN ON TRIAL 
IN HALL POISON CASE 


Soperton, Ga., August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A legal battel for the dis- 
qualification of jurors marked the 
opening today of the new trial for 
Ben Davis, charged with the murder 
of William Hall, a tenant on Davis’ 
farm. Davis, who was convicted 
last January, is alleged to have 
brought about the death of Hall by 
poisoning, for the sake of a $15,000 
insurance policy, with a double in- 
demnity clause, which Davis carried 
on Hall’s life. Wiley Smith, Roy 
Durden and Elisha E. Coleman were 
jointly indicted with Davis in the 
case, 

Of the 100 jurors called today, only 
elg@ht were selected. Judge Graham 
drew 50 new jurors to appear at to- 
morrow’s sessions, in order that the 
panel might be completed. 

The first-witness to be called to 
the stand will be Dr. Eberhardt, 
state chemist, of Atlanta, who anal- 
yzed the contents of Hall’s stomach. 
He will be followed by Dr. Moye and 
Dr. Hutchinson, of Soperton, who 
held the autopsy. Their testimony 
will be the principal evidence upon 
which the state will base its case. 

Drowning Claimed. 

It is claimed by defendants that 
Hall met his death when the car in 
which he and they were riding was 
wrecked in a stream. The state is 
attempting to prove that Hall was 
poisoned and his body placed in the 
op which was puShed into the 
strea 

Following the first trial, Roy Dur- 
den died in the jail here after an 
operation. His parents have circu- 
lated an affidavit that in a dying 
statement he declared that he and 
the other defendants were innocent 
of the charge against them. It is 
denied by a number of people that 
this statement was made by Durden. 

Wiley Smith has secured separate 
council and has moved to the Mt. 
Vernon jail to be near his lawyer. 
Davis and Coleman are still confined 
in jail here.

In 
handling the baggage at the Wash- 
ington Union station a negro porter 
in dropping ths suitcase caused the 
concealed gun to be discharged, the 
bullet tearing its way through the 
case and lodging in the porter’s 
stomach. He died from the wound, 
and, following a verdict of man- 
slaughter by the coroner’s jury, Mr. 
White was located and brought 
back to the city pending action by 
the grand jury.

Mrs. J. T. Stephenson, chairman 
of organization for the league, pre- 
sided, and announce! that the wom- 
en voters had been endeavoring to 
learn all possible regarding the 
candidates and what they stand 
for, and that a called meeting of 
the league woud be held on Friday 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock, in the au- 
ditorium of the chamber of com- 
merce, that prospective voters 
might hear the report on  candi- 
dates of C. M. Walker, chairman of 
the Civic Forum, 

Mrs. Murray Hubbard . spoke of 
the work of the Civic Forum, set- 
ting forth that, as its name implies, 
it is an organization to discuss 
many questions that some other or- 
ganizations feel a delicacy in dis- 
cussing or handling; an organiza- 
tion to go to the bottom of every 
question that interests the citizens 
of Atianta. 

“In addition,” said Mrs. Hubbard. 
“it studies the personal record of 
every man who seeks office; and 
on Friday afternoon Mr. Walker, 
chairman of the forum, will have 
a definite and accurate account to 
give of all the candidates.” 


Candidates Studied. 


Mrs. Hubbard gave a list of the 
offices to be filled, explaining that 
66 members of the executive. com- 
mittee were to be elected—six from 
each ward, four men and two wom- 
en, to be voted for by wards and 
not the city at large, as was done 
year before last. Inasmuch as 
more than this number are running 
from each ward, it was pointed out 
that the list of candidates must be 
studied carefully, in order that 
the very best possible members for 
this committee may be secured for 
the ensuing term.

OF POLICE REFORM 


Does Not Believe Present 

Force Can Be Efficient 
Until There Is Change 
in System. 


Edgar Watkins, candidate for 
councilman for the eighth ward, On 
Tuesday came out squarely in favor 
of sustaining the majority report of 
council’s investigating committee of 
the bunco situation and backing the 
reports of three grand juries. 

In a letter written to Carl Fischer, 
well-known real estate man, Mr. 
Watkins writes as follows: 

“You ask me certain questions 
which as a citizen of Atlanta you are 
entitled to have answered. 

“Had I been a member of the 
council when what is called the re- 
port of the bunco cOmmittee was be- 
fore that body, I should have voted 
for the majority report. 

“Your question as to the police 
force is a live issue. I do not be- 
is efficient 
or can be efficient until there is a 
chance in the system. There should 
be one capable head, achief in fact, 
as well as in name. Efficiency is 
possible only when there is full 
authority and definite responsibili- 
ty. The readjustment of the police 
system is but part of the needs of 
the city. 

“There should be a new charter 
definitely placing power and making 
responsibiilty certain. 

“I have for years advocated such 
changes and have assisted when the 
issues have been presented in Ob- 
taining reform in the.schools and 
have worked for reform in our sys- 
tem of city government.” 

Makes Clean-Cut Statement. 

In addition to his letter to Mr. 
Fischer, Mr. Watkins sends to the 
press the followiing statement over 
his signature: ; 

‘“Thave learned that my name has 
been presented as a candidate for 
councilman from the eighth ward. 
The many petitions and requests 
that have been coming to me for the 
last two weeks have shown that 
with practical unanimity the voters 
of my ward desired me to undertake 
this service. I should have been 
glad had the choice fallen on some- 
one else. The office is one no com- 
petent man would voluntarily seek, 
and no conscientious man would 
lightly decline. 

“Yielding to the requests of my 
friends and, although it will be a 
personal sacrifice, I have consented 
to serve, if elected. 

“Charter Is Inadequate.” 

“T believe that the present city 
charter is inadequate, and that the 
city council should initiate a move- 
ment whereby a representative char- 
ter . revision committee will be 
raised, a new and modern charter 
prepared and submitted to the peo- 
ple before the next meeting of the 
legislature. This is no new idea 
with me, but one I have advocated 
for Atlanta for over ten years, and 
one I helped to make effective in 
Houston, Texas, about twenty 
years ago. 

‘Our police system is inefficient. 
There is no need to discuss past I!s- 
Sues, but forgetting the irremedia- 
ble past, we should press on to bet- 
ter things. There should be a rem- 
edy for the inefficiency of the po- 
lice systeng There should be but one 
head to that system, and he should 
be given ample authority and held 
to strict responsibility. 

“What can be done with the pres- 
ent charter limitations to remedy 
the police system should be done im- 
mediately, and the new charter, 
when prepared, should adequately 
guarantee that in the future we shall 
have .an efficient law enforcement

match after losing the “first two 
points of the first game of the sec- 
Ond set. 

Mile. Lenglen’s sudden capitula- 
tion to a renewal of her attack of 
bronchitis and the powerful aggres- 
Sive play of Mrs. Mallory, left a 
B@allery of some eight thousand 
spectators stunned into absolute si- 
lence by the tragedy which took 
place on the green turfed inclosure 
at their feet. 

Great Gallery Out. 


The girl from Paris was undoubt- 
edly the magnet which drew a ma- 
jority of the spectators to the Fer- 
est Hills grounds. For several] 
followers of tennis the world over 
have been enthralled by tales of the 
marvelous play of the French 
woman. In her own country, she i 
as great a popular idol as Georg 
Carpentier. ‘Today she fell fro 
the pedestal of her particular gam 
in a far more dramatic and decisive 
manner, perhaps, than did Carpen- 
tier July 2. Notwithstanding the

Value of Eastern Division 
Of Dixie Highway Stressed 
In Address by Dr. Boswell 


Declaring that the eastern di- 
vision of the Dixie highway, when 
completed, will mean more to the 
outh than any one project ever at- 
tempted before, ane giving an op- 
timistic report on the progress of 
the work to date, Rev. Ira M. Bos- 
well, of Georgetown, Ky., delivered 
a stirring address to a large number 
of Rotarians at their weekly lunch- 
eon in the Piedmont hotel Tuesday. 


Dr, Boswell declared emphatically 
that the importance of this enter- 
prise could not be overestimated, 
stating that it would mean more to 
the southland than the Panama ca- 
nal has meant to the entire United 
States. in that it would open up a 
direct avenue of human intercourse 
between north and south, and that it 
would ultimately lead to a better 
understanding between the north 
and the south and in time “oblit- 
erate the abstraction known as the 
Mason-Dixon line.” 

Dr. Boswell is a forceful orator 
and is numbered among the fore- 
most exponents of the construction 
and rapid progress of the highway. 
He came to Atlanta for the espe- 
cial purpose of stimulating interest 
in the highway ana on Wednesday 
will deliver a simiiar address before 
a joint meeting of the Atianta Auto- 
mobile association and the Georgia 
State Automobile association. 


Booster for Good Koads. 


Dr. Boswell !s an_ enthusiastic 
booster of good roads, and stated 
emphatically that people of the 
south cannot realize the potential 
possibilities which will result from 
the eastern division of the Dixie 
highway, leading in a direct line 
from Miami, Fla., to Cincinnati, 
through Atlanta, Chattanooga and 
Knoxville, 

“The results cannot be estimated 
in dollars and cents,” he declared. 
“There igs a more potential meaning 
to the movement. Statistics show 
that 1,050,000 or more automobiles 
are in use in cities actually touched 
by the Dixie highway. These more 
than a million cars are instantly 
ready to operate up and down this 
highway. 

“It is figured that approximately 
500 automobiles would pass through 
each city on the highway daily, an 
estimate conservatively placing 
three occupants to each automobile, 
and estimating an expenditure in 
each city, by each person, of $5. This 
is an enormous fact, and a fact 
which people of the south cannot but 
observe and take note of. 


Result of Good Roads, 


_ “Millions of autoists annually vis- 
it California. Why? Their roads 
are unsurpassed. Why not make 
the roads of Georgia, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and other south- 
ern states in a like condition? It 
can be done, and is going to be done 
by the completion of the Dixie high- 
way, the eastern division, vitally af- 
fecting Atlanta in its significant im- 
port, already being rushed to physi- 
cal consummation by capable hands.” 

Dr. Boswell denounced the prac- 
tice of circulating broadcast reports 
regarding the spread of pellagra, 
and stating that the south is bank- 
rupt. 

“This is the most unwise method 
ever employed,” he stated. “The 
facts, in nine cases out of ten, are 
exaggerated. But if there be truth 
to the reports, it is decidedly un- 
wise to enlarge upon them. It 
sometimes pays to evade, or modify, 
the truth. 

“The result of such propaganda 
is inevitable. Tourists are not at- 
tracted to southern cities because 
they have no wish to visit infested 
lands or a section which is said to 
be bankrupt. Boost the south, and 
boost it by encouraging reports, of 
its opportunities and its resources, 
of its fine roads and. its finer cit- 
ies, and its wonderful hospitality. 
People will come, if they have roads 
to travel upon. It is as immutable 
as the law of gravitation.’’, 

Bad Roads Hurt Schools. 

He pointed out that in many sec- 
tions of Georgia, Tennessee and 
Kentucky, there were thousands of 
children of school age resiging in 
remote rural and country districts, 
who could not be afforded the op- 
portunities of capable educational 
facilities or of the higher sources 
of education, merely because there 
were no roads by Which they could 
be conveniently transported to 
places where such institutions are 
available. 

“Georgia,” he declared, “is right- 
fully called the Empire State of 
the South, but sehe must maintain 
her title. The people of the north 
are willing to believe, if they be 
shown. Good roads means touring 
from the north and vice versa, Good 
roads mean an interminable line 
of unbroken human intercourse from 
the north into the southland. Tour- 
ists coming’ means money spent 
and left in southern states. Money 
in the states means additional pros6- 
perity. The question of good roads 
is the one and only key to the sit- 
uation.” . 

Dr. Boswell, because of his in- 
terest in the development of the 
eastern division, and his untiring 
efforts on behalf of the movement, 
was chosen by prominent civic or- 
ganizations of Cincinnati, in addi- 
tion to the Cincinnati board of 
trade, to make a personal tour of 
the main cities affected by the 
highway and try to stimulate inter- 
est in the project. 

Two Sections of Highway. 

Dr. Boswell was introduced by 
Clark Howell, editor of The Consti- 
tution. Mr. Howel called attention 
to the fact that the Dixie highway 
proper is diyided into two divisions: 
the western division, leading from 
southern Florida to Cincinnati, 
through Louisville and Nashville, 
while the eastern division leads 
from Miami to Cincinnati, via Knox- 
ville and Chattanooga, 

Mr. Howell prefaced the remarks 
of Dr. Boswell by stating that he 
hoped the péople of Atlanta and the 
entire state of Georgia would co- 
operate in the highway program. 

Dr. Boswell has agreed to address 
the joint meeting of the Atlanta

LETTER ON LYNCHING 
SENT 5. 0. GOVERNOR 


Steps toward obtaining an apology 
from the governor of South Caro- 
lina for the act of a mob of that 
State in crossing the Georgia-South 
Carolina line at Augusta and at- 
tempting to lynch a prisoner con- 
fined in a jail in°that city will be 
taken up’ by Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, he announced Tuesday. 
He will forward a copy of a letter 
he received from Judge Henry C. 
Hammond, of the Augusta circuit, 
to Governor Cooper, of South Caro- 
lina. In this. letter Judge Hammond 
declared that the governor of South 
Carolina should apclogize officially 
for the indignity offered Georgia 
by the mob. 

Further than this, Governor Hard- 
Wick said if Judge Hammond would 
start legal proceedings against 
members of the mob and furnish 
him with their names he will take 
Steps to have them extradited and 
brought to Georgia for trial. 

The governor declared he would 
send a copy of Judge Hammond’s 
letter to Governor Cooper and that 
Governor Cooper then could make 
whatever reply he sees fit to make. 
In a telephone conversation between 
the two governors Saturday night 
Governor Cooper expressed much 
regret at the incident and com- 
mended the sehriff of Richmond 
county for the arrest and safe- 
keeping of C. O. Fox and Jesse Gap- 
pins, charged with the murder of 
William Brazell, a taxicab driver. 


RULES ON PAYMENT 
OF GASOLINE TAX 
ISSUED BY WRIGHT 


Regulations governing payment 
of the gasoline tax of one cent per 
gallon recently imposed through an 
act of the legislature, are given in 
a statement issued Tuesday by Gen- 
eral Wiliam A. Wright, state comp- 
troller. The noticeg were sent to 
every distributor and dealer affect- 
ed by the law. The names of the 
dealers were obtained by General 
Wright from the state oli inspection 
department. 

Following is the statement on 
registration and returns sent out by 
General Wright: 


Registration—Every distributor is re 
quired to register with the ordinary of each 
county in which he may be engaged in sell- 
ing fuels on or before September 1, 1921, 


giving his place of business and postoffice 
address. This registration must be renewed 
annually on the same date. 

Invoices and bills of fuels sold must 
be kept for a period of one year and sub- 
mitted to the comptroller general when- 
ever required by him. 

Quarterly returns to comptroller general 
must be made by all distributors of all 
fuels sold by them to others and of all 
fuels sold by such distributors at their serv- 
ice stations. The first return shall be 
made on October 1, 1921, and must cover 
the period from August 10 to October 1. 
Said report must show the number of gal- 
lons of fuel sold and must be sworn to 
before an officer of this state authorized 
to administer oath. Check to cover tax of 
1 cent per gallon must accompany sworn 
quarterly report. 


SAME ELECTION RULES 
FOR MEN AND WOMEN 


Women who vote in white pri- 
maries to be held in the future in 
Georgia, including the city election 
in Atlanta on August 31, must quali- 
fy for suffrage in exactly the sare 
manner aS male voters, Attorney- 
General George M. Napier stated 
Tuesday, discussing the question un- 
officially. The attorney-general has 
received numerous requests for an 
Opinion on the matter and while 
he did not render an official opin- 
ion, he outlined his views on the 
Subject to The Constitution. 

It 18 my opinion tnat the law 
paséed ve the legislature at its re- 
cent session contemplates that wom- 
en must register and qualify to 
vote exactly as do the men. In a 
white primary they would vote ex- 
actly as white men vote and negro 
women would have to meet the same 
qualifications as negro men, hence 
where negro men are unable to meet 


negro women would have exactly 


ithe same status.”’ ; 


The only difference between the 
Status of women voters and men 
voters under the law passed by the 
lewislature is that women are ex- 
empt from certain duties required 
of men. They are not required to 
serve on juries, to do police duty 
or to render military service. In 
everything else they have the same 
status as men, according to the at- 
torney-general.

GOVERNOR VETOES 
TOBACCO REFUND 


Governor Hardwick Tuesday ve- 
toed a bill passed by the legisila- 
ture to reimburse certain merchants 
for tobacco taxes collected in 1920 
and also vetoed a bill granting cer- 
tain concessions to mutual insur- 
ance companies.

Washington, August 16.—Secre- 
tary Hoover, acting in his capacity 
as head of the American relief ad- 
ministration, has sent word to Riga 
that American relief activities are 
based on humane and not political 
motives.

to hear judgment passed upon them 
hearing his predecessor’s fine pro- 
nounced, merely answered mechani- 
cally the judge’s “guilty or not 
guilty” with an equally brief “gull- 
ty” or “not guilty.” 

Preceding Tuesday cases involy- 
ing bootlegging, disorderly conduct 
and other violations were sandwich- 
ed in between the traffic violaters. 
But for two hours in Tuesday after- 
noon’s session a continuous line of 
persons, white and colored, men and 
women, faced the judge to answer 
charges. 

Police officials reiterate that “the 
campaign is just begun.” Judge 
Johnson has been particularly se- 
vere On speeding, reckless drivers 
and autoists under the influence of 
liquor. “I have no patience with 
such persons,” he said. “And those 
coming before me on these charges 
may expect the limit of the law.” 

' Many Cases Heard. 

As a result of Tuesday’s sessions, 
the docket, badly congested, was 
considerably relieved by the dispo- 
sition of the large mber of cases. 

Judge Johnson as announced 
that he will co-operate with the 
“safety first’ drive and will assist 
in every way in perpetuating it. 

All day Tuesday he passed judg- 
ment without respect to persons. 
Those not having tail lights burn- 
ing, in most instances, were given 
$5 and costs; mufflers open, $10 
and costs; violators of the search- 
light ordinances, $10; speeding, from 
$25 to $50, and so on. 

“Jaywalkers” were also under fire 
of the court Tuesday. Although 
only a few were arrested Monday 
and early Tuesday, those unfortu- 
nate enough to be arraigned had to 
pay for their failure to obey the 
law.

Five negroes are held by 
the police for investigation. 

It was at first believed that 
threatened rain would effectually 
prevent trouble during the night, 
Later, however, the police became 
less confident that the trouble 
would be so easily setthed. Shortly 
after nightfall armed bodies of men 
began patrolling the streets. Hun- 
dreds reassembled at the scene of 
the earlier disorder and the appre- 
hension felt by the authorities was 
heightened. 

Takes Stand on Bridge, 

Armed with a shotgun and quan-~ 
tities of shells, the negro took a 
stand on the canal bridge, near the 
wagon concern, and defied the offi- 
cers. = 

The trouble began at the wagon 
works when the negro Smalley, who, 
it is said, had been struck by Mr. 
Hightower earlier in the day after 
he had called the wagon works 
manager a “liar,”” returned with a 
shotgun and shot Mr. Hightower to 
death, Mr. Hightower at the time 
was talking to Dr. W. W. Batteym, 
the negro’s employer, who summon- 
ed the police after the shooting. 

From the wagon works, Smalley 
is said by witnesses to have walked 
out on the sidewalk, seated him- 
self on the curbing and started fir- 
ing at every white person he saw. 

hen the police arrived the negro 
fired upon them, wounding Britt 
and Hardeman. He then fled to 
Perry’s Bottom, a negwm settlement 
in the neighborhood, and took ref- 
uge in a house. Leaving the house 
later,.he continued firing and was 
shot to his knees by police, Re- 
loading his gun ,he killed Moore. 
A few seconds later he was him- 
self slain, being practically riddled 
with bullets. 

Before the negro was killed, a 
number of white men, heavily arm- 
ed gathered in the section. everal 
negroes were threatened with vio- 
lence and attempted’ to escape but 
were captured and cries heard of 
‘“Iynch ‘em’? were heard. Police re- 
serves, however, reached the scene 
in time to rescue them, 

City police and county deputies 
dispersed the crowds gathered in 
the vicinity of the affray, but for 
several hours crowds continued to 
form and several times demonstra- 
tions were made against negroes. 
The authorities, however, managed 
to prevent further trouble. The en- 
tire police force was held on duty 
through the night. 

Incendiarism Reported. 

Incendiarism against negroes’ 
property has been reported in two 
cases. The automobile in which 
Smalley drove to the wagon works 
is said to have been set on fire, and 
late tonight autoists coming into 
the city said they had been stopped 
on the outskirts and asked to fur- 
nish some gasoline to make another 
negro’s automobile burn. They said 
a crowd of white persons was about 
the car. 

The call went to police headquare 
ters at 4:45 o’clock that the negro 
had killed Benjamin T. Hightower, 
the wagon works’ manager. More 
than half a dozen patroimen were 
sent to the scene, and as the wag- 
on approached the canal bridge, 
the negro opened fire, wounding W. 
F. Britt, who was driving the ma- 
chine, 

Moore Killed. 

The body of the patrol wagon was 
shot into a sieve by the buckshot 
from the negro’s gun. Patrolman 
Moore, on whose beat the shooting 
occurred, was shot as he ran up the 
canal bank after being drawn to 
the scene by the sound of the shots. 

Prior to making his stand on the 
canal bridge, the negro is said to 
have come back to the shops armed 
with the shotgun and without warn- 
in~ opened fire on the foreman, 
killing him instantly. He then 
turned his gun on the several wheel- 
wrights working in the shop, it is 
declared. He afterward dashed for 
the bridge, 

It wan wat until 7:30 o’clock that 
the police, assisted bv county offi- 
cers, succeeded in dispersing the 
crowds which thronged the scene 
of the shooting. 

At 7:30 o’clock police assisted by 
county officers succeeded in dis- 
pcrsing the crowds which gathered 
in the vicinity of the shooting, 
Threatened rain, police then hoped 
would prevent any race clash dur- 
ing the night. 

Five Negroes Held. 

Five negroes, believed to be ac- 
complices of the slain negro, are 
held by the police for investiga- 
tion. 

At 8:30 o’clock tonight armed 
budies of men began patrolling the 
city. Hundreds reassembled at the 
scene of the shooting and all po- 
licemen were called to duty. 

The rain, which authorities 
thought would aid in easing the 
tension, ceased and authorities are 
apprehensive. 

At 9.30 o’clock a cordon of po- 
lice dispersed a mob of several hun- 
‘dred men gathered at the scene of 
the shooting. The action of the 
police followed ‘a threatened dem- 
onstration made against negroes 
alighting from a atreet car. A po- 
liceman at the scene protected the 
ee until the riot squad ar- 
rived.

On Eve of Hearing, Paul 
Demos Issues Statement 
Explaining Situation. 


Atlanta Greeks will assemble on 
the sixth floor of the~ courthouse 
Wednesday morning to hear their 
church ditterences argued before 


Judge George Bell, of the Fulton su- 


perior court. There will be no post- 
ponement of the litigation, al- 
though Archbishop Meletius, who 
claims to be metropolitan of the 
church at Athens, advised them to 
await the verdict which will be 
rendered in Chicago soon In the 
case between Bishops Alexander, of 
Rodostolou, and Germanos_ Troi- 
anos. 

Paul Demos, counsel for Bishop 
Alexander, was in Atlanta with 
Archbishop Meletius and before 
leaving the city Tuesday afternoon 
made a statement on the dissensions 
which divide the Greek Orthodox 
churches abroad and in America, 
Mr. Demos is an attorney-at-law, 
admitted to practice before the 
courts of Illinois and the U. 
supreme court. He is also a mem- 


Statement of Demos. 


The existing unfortunate controversy 
among the members of the Greek Orthodox 
church in several of the cities of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada has its origin not 
in any differences of faith or creed, but 
in the gimple fact that the monanch of a 
kingdom five thousand miles away defines 
the laws of the very church to which he 
swears allegiance in his coronation oath, 
has by sheer brute force ejected the ec- 
clesiastical and epiritual heads of the church 
and ig now demanding of all American cR- 


izens of Greek birth or descent that they 


shall accept such action as determining their 
loyalty to their chur shall oust pastors 
who for years have serv them with pious 
fidelity, and shall treat as heretics and 
deny all Christian fellowship to the vener- 
able bishop and venerable metropoiltan 
whom they have heretofore learned to re- 
vere and love, and against whose character 
for ‘piety and learning no whisper of sus- 
picion has ever been uttered. 

King Constantine has taken a lesson from 
the worst practices of the worst days of 
partisan political bosses, and has applied 
them to scandalize and outrage the religious 
sentiment of every man of Greek descent to 
whom his mother church has ever been an 
object of reverence or affection. In Hlus- 
tration of the effect of such application to 
religion of these methods of ‘‘practical pol- 
ities’’ stands out the shameful fact that 
today the only Greck church in Atlanta, 
with a membership of hundreds, stands with 
fast closed doors, the pastor and all his 
flock excluded and American citizeng vir- 
tually at the command of a foreign mon- 
arch are forbidden to worship God in their 
church, which oy 3 have bought with Ameri- 
can dollars, won by the opportunity of hon- 
est toil afforded by American markets and 
American civilization. 


Same Issue in Chicago. 


The decisive issues from a legal stand- 
point controling the whole controversy are 


of the Greek Orthodox church, and instigat- 
ed by the Greek consul at Chicago, attempt- 
ed about a month ago to into the 
Greek church of St. Constantine in that city, 
and to usurp the pulpit and oust the pastor 
appointed by the regular canonical bishop 
(as is the method of appointment 
in the denomination).

To this the congregation replied that Ger- 
manos had no lawful appointment, but that 
the only true bishop of the church in Ameri- 
ca (except the Metropolitan) was Bishop 
Alexander; that the latter derived his au- 
thority from the supreme governing body of 
the Greek church, namely the holy s 
at Athens. The body from which the Rev, 
Germanos derived his alleged appointment 
was one composed of bishops who had been 
deposed from their offices as such after a 
trial by their fellow bishops in October,
